..from a nearthquake here at 6^45 a. m., today. 
The scene of the destruction was visited by a staff 
man from the Los Angeles office of the Associated Press. 
The main scene of destruction is State street, the prin­ 
cipal thoroughfare. 
The Sheffield water supply reservoir 
dam burst and flooded the east side, adding to the terror of 
the inhabitants. 
Buildings practically destroyed include the Samarkland 
Hotel, New California Hotel, San Marcos building. Elks 
building. First National Bank, American Legion building. 
Public Library, Moose Hall, Knights of Columbus Hall, Pres­ 
byterian church, Hall of Records, County J ail, Elnido Hotel, 
St. Francis Hospital, St. Vincent Orphanage, the latter two 
new and costly structures. 
The main section of the Arlington Hotel came down. 
Mrs. Charles H. Perkins, widow of tne former presiuent 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, was report­ 
ed killed in the debris of the Arlington Hotel.

SANTA BARBARA, Calif., J une 29.—Four persons are 
l ai S'Wn 
to have BCen-lciiled and £i u>m iOO to ^ ^ -w ere in- 
jured in the earthquake that shook this city at 6:45 a. m. 
this morning, damaging practically all structures in the. approached police court today on 
city and wrecking several of the largest buildings. 
The San Marcos building, largest business structure in 
the city, completely collapsed along one-third of its length. 
The Hotel Arlington and the St. Francis Hospital, were 
partially destroyed. 
One of the four known dead, a Mrs. Perkins, wife of 
a wealthy railroad man, was killed in the collapse of a 
.wing of the hotel. 
The other three persons killed were found in the 
wreckage of business buildings on State street. 
They had 
not been identified at 11 a. m. 
The earthquakes appeared to center in the business 
district. 
There were two severe shocks at 6:46 and 6:47, 
followed by about twenty others of minor violence. 
Supivors of the San Francisco earthquake of 1906 re­ 
siding in Santa Barbara declared toda.y’s shock ex ceeded 
the northern temblor in volence. 
The twist of the quake 
broke water and gas mains, snapped telephone and tele­ 
graph wires and broke the reservoir supplying the city 
.with water. 
Breakage of the reservoir did not, however, cause any 
damage so far as known. 
Telephone communication at Los Angeles was restored 
about 10:55 a. m., when a single line in a garage was 
found to be functioning. 


First Rep o rts Ex ag g erated .

TO STUDY “AMERICAN.» ' 


^ii.William A. Craigie is coming to the 
United States to study the “American lan­ 
guage.“ 
Prof. Craigie is one of the lead­ 
ing figures of Oxford University and is 
known as England's greatest lexicograph­ 
er. 
For a generation and a half he has 
b een one of the tw^o editors-in-chief of the 
Ob cford Dictionary , an authority on Eng­ 
lish from the English view^point. 
He has 
studied his native tongue assidiously for 
mò re than two generations and he is con­ 
versant with 
all 
m anner 
of m ajor and 
minor changes in w^ords and in their signi­ 
fication. 
He will b e in residence first at 
A ' 
H arvard University and later at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
The professor— and 
in 
the 
United 
Kingdom, the title of professor is not so 
lightly b estowed as it is in this country — 
is particularly interested in the coinage of 
slang, or colloquialisms. 
He is quoted as 
say ing that we Americans are very versa­ 
tile in making up these new and expres­ 
sive phrases. 
He is finding our slang 
term s picturesque and suggests that this 
is.^a period of mental creativeness. 
In the 
aiticle quoting the professor, there is noth­ 
ing to show that he is b othered ab out the 
numerous slang phrases the English them ­ 
selves are passing current. 
He wants to 
m aster the idioms in the United States 
preliminary to compiling a dictionary of 
them. 
Every school b oy appreciates that in 
this day and time, slang is prevalent in 
this country . 
Nob ody tries to deny this. 
Nob ody even w^ants to deny it. 
Though 
they apologize for it, some of the leading 
writers of English in the United States 
b drrow an occasional slang phrase b y w^ay 
of illustration or b y way of picturesque- 
ness. 
Many recent college graduates have 
difficulty in recognizing slang terms as 
such. 
It is all part and parcel of condi­ 
tions as they ob tain 
and 
w^hatever is 
.wrong ab out it will correct itself in due 
season. 
None need w^orry ab out freak 
.words or expressions. 
Some slang is b ad, 
vulgar even, b ut some slang is not half 
b ad, using slang to say it. 
However, it comes down to this: the 
educated American w’ho has traveled over 
that right little, tight island called Eng­ 
land know^s— how^ well does he know’î— 
thà t the English are every w'hit as keen 
on slang terms as the Americans are. 
In 
this country , the expression, “pull y our 
le^,^' means to get some money , w’hereas 
in ¿n glan d they have the same expression, 
m eaning to tease or josh. 
There is no 
w ant of slang in England, b ut it is some- 
.vrhat different from slang on this side of 
the Atlantic. 
The Englishman feels that 
thé average American is addicted to slang, 
and the traveled American knows that the 
average 
Englishman 
is w’ell 
versed in 
BlaUg. 
W here the American calls Uven ty- 
fivÊ cents tw’o b its, the Englishman call? 
his^ slîilîing 
a b ob . The professor w'ill 
doub tless find many 
interesting 
varia­ 
tions in the definition of w’ords and of 
Idioms. 


TARIFF AND WORLD PEACE. 
From the Independent, 
Texas, first, New York second— that is 
the surprising result of the departm ent of, 
commerce compilation of 1924 exports b y , 
states. 
Texas v/on first place b y selling 
ab road more than $750,000,000 worth of 
the products of the soil and sub soil; New^ 
York, second, b y selling the products, pri­ 
marily , of human ingenuity and toil. This 
b asic difference in the economies of the 
tw’o states determines, in large part, their 
politics. 
As the greatest manufacturing 
state in the union, New York's exports are 
only a small part of her production, w^hile 
the Texan export trade is essential to pros­ 
perity . 
Consequently , Texas and New York will 
react differently to the recent speech of 
the British amb assador in which he plead­ 
ed for “goods across the sea." 
Unless ! 
Great Britain can sell goods ab road, she ! 
cannot finance b oth overseas purchases of i 
raw materials and interest on her deb ts, j 
Texan producers, therefore, are aligned | 
with 
the 
financial 
community of New | 
York, b ut not with its m anufacturing cities ; 
like Ilion and Niagara Falls 
and Bing-! 
hampton and the thousand and one other 
spots where protection of home industries 
is an article of faith. 
Texas is logically 
united in favor of low tariffs, whereas ! 
' 
I 
New York divides on that issue, wdth fin­ 
ance lining up against production. 
Althought industrial 
development in 
some of the southern states has taken 
the edge off low tariff sentiment in that 
quarter, the ranks of the low tariff crowd 
are receiving 
influential 
recruits from 
among investors in foreign securities— a 
growing class. 
Lower American duties 
would unquestionab ly make it easier b oth 
for foreigners to pay their deb ts and to 
b uy raw material in this market. Other 
recruits may b e found among those who 
are b eginning to see that undue interfer­ 
ence with international flows of goods 
diminishes hope of world peace. 
If Eu­ 
rope cannot pay her b ills and coupons b y 
shipping goods to this market, those goods 
must b e freed into other markets in order 
to keep the producers solvent. 
Deb tors 
under pressure cannot b e choice of meth­ 
ods. 
The present world situation makes 
directly for sharp competition in the ex­ 
ploitation of b ackward areas and peoples;

and

chief, “Sedalia, along with the rest 
of the cou ntry , has gone some dis­ 
tance on the way towards a ‘fireless 
Fou rth.’ 
Every y ear shows u p a 
little better than the preceding one, 
bu t there is still plenty of room for 
improvement here in Sedalia, as in 
the cou ntry at large. 
“In fact, I had a rep ort the other 
day from the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters 
showing 
that 
fire­ 
works, firecrackers, 
etc., 
destroy s 
abou t three-qu arters 
of a million 
dollars in property annu ally ; 
and 
last y ear a nu mber of lives were 
lost in celebating ‘the Fou rth’ in 
variou s p arts of the cou ntry . 
So it 
will be seen that Independence Day 
observances are by no mean.s fu lly 
sane or w^holly safe even y et. 
“As for sale 
of fireworks, 
I’m 
‘clamping 
down’ 
p retty 
tight 
on 
promiscu ou s vending, and this in­ 
clu des all kinds of fireworks, not 
forgetting the so-called ‘safe’ sp ark­ 
lers. 
For even the sp arkler is not 
really safe at all, since its core be- 
cames w’hite hot and will ignite 
whatever comes in contact with it 
—a little girl’s flimsy dress, p er­ 
haps. 
That very thing has hap­ 
pened many times. 
Any how, every 
legal restriction will he enforced. 
That will do mu ch to keep small 
fingers and toes where they belong, 
ey es u ninju red and bu ildings free 
from fire. 
“Of cou rse,’’ the statem ent con­ 
tinu es, “there are still a few’ wiio 
think noise and fire essential to a 
proper observance. 
For su ch peo­ 
ple, sports and games, a parade, 
perhaps, and possibly a commu nity 
py rotechnic display at night—close­ 
ly w’atched by u niformed firemen— 
are 
not 
enou gh. 
Lu ckily , 
their 
nu mber is not large and is growing 
smaller. 
Pu blic opinion 
wants a 
safe and sane ‘Fou rth’ and the mis­ 
gu ided few who mu st have a ‘shoot- 
in’-off’ ty pe of celebration are al­ 
ready finding themselves frow’ned 
u pon by their p ru dent neighbors. 
They ’ll come arou nd, too, one of 
these day s. 
Meanw’hile I am ready 
for them and for wiiatever mis­ 
chief they may do. 
“And even these few’ w’ho are still 
u nconvinced can hardly fail to see 
the reasons for abiding by the fol- 
low’ing 
precau tions, 
if they 
mu st 
make noise: 
“Don’t set off firew’orks close to 
any 
stru ctu re, 
especially 
one 
of 
frame.

etc., 
in 
w’hlch 
pow'cler 
charges or cartridges

Mu ch of the Fou rth of Ju ly life 
loss for a period of y ears is du e to 
these devices. 
“If a firecracker or other noise- 
making device fails to go off, w’ait 
before 
investigating; 
otherwise 
it 


may explode su ddenly and take y ou 
or p art of y ou with it. 
‘Finally ,” conclu des 
the 
chief’s 
statement, “every body shou ld know’ 
how’ to treat bu rns and be equ ipped 
to do so. 
Here is the proper treat­ 
ment, based on American Red Cross 
“If the bu rn is severe, su mmon 
medical aid. 
Lose no time w’hile 
waiting, bu t, removing su fferer from 
direct draft, making a strong solu ­ 
tion of saleratu s (baking soda) in 
lu ke 
warm 
w'ater. 
Soak 
cotton 
cloth or gau ze in this solu tion and 
cover 
affected 
p arts; 
keep 
them 
thorou ghly drenched w’ith the mix­ 
tu re. 
Better still, if there is avail­ 
able 
any 
kind 
of 
pu re 
oil-salad. 
sweet, castor, raw’ linseed or even 
cod 
liver 
oil—satu rate

gau ze with it and cover affected 
parts. 
“If y ou r own clothing catches fire 
do not ru n; drop to the floor and 
wrap a ru g arou nd y ou .

“If someone else’s clothing catch­ 
es fire, throw' a woolen ru g or blan­ 
ket arou nd him and smother the 
flames,”
